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THE RULES IN THE SENATE. 


A Lively Debate Over the Division of the Powers of 


| Appropriation. - 
Wasuincron, January 8.--In the senste

Senator Miller, of New York, asking a reduc- 
tion of city postage to one cent, and for the 
passage of a national bankruptcy law. A 
resolution of Mr. Hale was agreed to, calling 
on the secretary of the navy to furnish infor- 
mation of the original cost of all vessels 
whose names are found on the naval register 
for 1883, under the various bureaus of the 
government, and the total expense for all re- 
airs on the same yessels under the same 
jureau, or otherwise.. Petitions were pre- 
sented by Messrs. Vest and Bayard from the 
merchants and. manufacturers, asking a con. 
firmation of the treaty with Mexico. 

Mr. VanWyck presented a preamble and 
resolution setting forth that it is asserted by 
the New Orleans and Pacific railroad company 
that as the attorney general has decided in 
favor of said company as to the lands claimed 
by them, and that the secretary of the inte- 
rior has felt constrained to act upon said 
Opinion, it be resolved that until congress at 
this session determines the questions involv- 
ed in the claims of said company for lands, 
the secretary of the interior suspended action 
as to the issuing of certificates or patents for 
said lands. The senate then resumed consid- 
eration of the new rules. 

A DEBATE ON THE RULES. 

Considerable debate arose upon the pro- 
posed rule which relates to the appropriating 
bill for the expenses of the District of Co- 
lurmabia, shall be referred to the senate com 
mittee having in charge the interests of that 
district. From this question the debate 
widened into the general question of divided 
responsibility, and the dangers to be appre- 
hended from taking money matters out of 
the hands of the appropriation committee. 
Mr. Hale said the natural desire of the com 
mittees was to have power to appropriate 
money. He thought that if various com- 
mittees were clothed with the 
power of deciding on the amount. of 
money which should be donated to their 
special departments, there would be apt to be 
a scramble for the appointments. Mr. Hale 
moved to strike out from the proposed rule 
the clause which had caused the discussion. 
A communication was read from the secreta- 
ry of the treasury transmitting copies of the 
voucners audited by the first auditor on ac- 
count of expenses in thedepartment of justice 
since March 4. 1851, with the 
names of the special and assistant attorneys. 
and the detectives employed; also one from 
the secretary of war, transmitting a list of 
ofiicers of the army on detached service, in- 
cluding those on sick leave. A message irom 
the president was laid before the senate rela- 

ing to the Illinois and Michigan canal and 
tiie work of the Mississippiriver commission. 
Without reaching a vote on Mr, Hale’s reso- 
lution to strike out, the senate wen: into ex- 
ecutive session, and soon after adjourned.

‘THE BELLVILLE HORROR. 


TWO MORE CHARRED BODIGS RE- 
COVERED. 

The Terrors of the Burning Vividly Described—A 
Brave Sister Who Met Death While Cling- 
ing to Her Little Ones-Sister Mary 
Jerome—Pennsylvania Fire-—Ete. 


Sr. Lovis, January 8.—Two more bodies 
were found in the ruins of the Believille con- 
vent fire to-day, one being thatof Sister Mary 
Jerome. Five persons are still missing. The 
funeral occurs Thursday. The bodies were 
all near each other, and the mother superior’s 
body seemed to be the centre for the ghastly 
circle of blackened remains. A bone was 
picked up here, and upon being drawn, came 
loose from some particles of roasted flesh. 
Here a burned skull was found, and there an 
arm, while trunks burned into a solid crisp, 
were dug up immediately under them. It 
was an awful exhumation, and more than 
once the work faltered because of the sicken- 
ing sensations which overcame the work- 
men, It seemed that the horrid heap would 
never be exhausted, and every few minutes 
it was reported that a new body 


pad been taken out. Shreds 
of burned clothing clung to the 
sickening mass. It was impossible almost to 
tind the identity of the bodies, the fiery fin- 
gers of death having eflaced every line and 
every shape of countenance and form.’ The 
bodies in some instances clung together, and 
the heap, as it was uncovered to the eye, was 
absolutely indescribable. As Mary Jerome, 
the sister superior of the convent, is well 
known in many parts of the country, the fol- 
lowing brief sketch will be interesting: She 
had given all her life to the service of the 
church; was known in girlhood as Barbara 
Hull, and born forty-four years 
ago in Pittsburg. Her parents were 
wealthy and ber education progressed under 
the most favorable circumstances. She 
passed through the academic course of the 
Sistersof Mercy at Baltimore, entered the 
convent of the congregation of Notre Dame 
at Milwaukee, when sixteen years of age, as a 
novice. When the novitiate was completed, 
she was sent by the superioress to New Or- 
leans and remained there a few years. Bhe 
was next assigned to Bellville in 1859, as su- 
perioress of the new convent and academy of 
the Notre Dame society, The ear.y history 
of the academy is full of dHiiculties 
overcome by the business tact 
and intelligent direction of the 
young superioress. From time to time the 
house was enlarged, costing in all about 
$80,000, and was the principal convent of the 
society. Nearly all ofthe debt had been 
removed by the wise management of Mother 
Jerome. in addition to the large convent at 
Belleville, Mother Jerome founded several 
other houses of tLe society in southern [ili- 
nois and exercised through the delegation of 
the mother general, of Milwaukee, protec- 
ionary jurisdiction over the several convents 
scuth of Milwaukee. Throughout her juris- 
diction where she was so well known 
and so well beloved the sorrow will be limit- 
less. “She wes a most unselfish and amiable 
woman, beloved by cvery one who Kuew her, 
When the lire was Paging she might have 
saved herself, beingin the dormitory from 
which all escaped save her. When the others 
descended the ladder to safety, ber thoughs 

1d action was to save the lives of the cnil- 


en intrusted to hercare. Her self-imposed 


S task was fruitless, for all communicatioa be- 


tween the dormitory of the sisters and the 
Gormitory of the children was cut eff by the 
flames and the suffocating smoke, and she 
perished in her heroic effort. 


GEORGIA PINE. 
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Demand for it In South America—A Great Contract 
Just Made in Fiorlda, 
Special to The Constituulon. 

WASHINGTON, January 8.—On the train the 
other day I met Mr. T. 8. Quinn, of New 
York, a representative of that large class of 
self-made, brave and ambitious young fellows 
who figure 89 largely in the commerce of the 
country. Fifteen year ago an errand boy, 
now, at tl iriy-three, Le is the general mana- 
ger of the Export lumber company, the 
largest concern of its kind in the 
world, and has several other valuable irons 
in the fire, 

Mr. Quinn bad been to Florida on a mis- 
sion that ought to have a deep interest to 
live men in thatstate and in Georgia. His 
house recently closed a contract with the 
Argentine republic for an enormous amount 
of lumber. That governmentis among the 
most progressive in South America, It has 
adopted a broad system of internal improve 
ments among which are the construc.ion of 
docks and wharves along its 
principal rivers. Of native tim. 
ber there is none fit to meet these demands. 
Vegetation is stunted. The chief wood is of 
stubby growth, and as hard as our iron wood 
The best material in the world forthe work 
proposed is Georgia pine, andon closing the 
contract the Export iumber company had to 
look out at once for an adequate supply ot 
it. The term, “Georgia pine’’ is applied to 
all the yellow pine shipped from tne south- 
ern ports between j,Wiimington and Jower 
Florida, the finest growth of it being found 
in south Georgia and in 
Florida. Mr. Quinn went di- 
rect to Pensacola, a cheap market where he 
contracted with Mr. Sullivan and Mr. McCer- 
mick, two of the largest lumber millers in 
the south, for fourteen million feet of pine, 
the largest sale ever made in that section 
The millers are to put all their force at once 
to work on it, and two vessels will soon start 
from New York to receive the first lot of the 
lumber and carry it to South America, Mr. 
Quinn’s plan, when he went south was to buy 
the land, which he supposed could be had 
very cheap in Florida, andi saw 
the lumber himself. He soon 
found that while tne resources of the pine 
forests are little underatood by the people 
who live near them, there are shrewd men 
looking tothe future and scooping in ata 
nominal figure lands helding the best timber 
supplies inthe world. While Quinn was 
talking of buying land, Sulliven quietly un- 
roiled a map of 300,000 acres he owned in Al- 
abama and spoke of as much more he had in 
Florida in easy reach of railand ship. These 
lands, which be secured at 75 cents an acre, 
he now holds at $5. Sullivan is 
an Jrisoman who has lived many yeurs in 
Pensacola and by calculations on the true 
line of Floridian development, has amassed a 
great fortune. McCormick, also au [rishman 
is a newer citizen, but bas acquired great in 
teresis and made rapid strides toward opu- 
lence. Mr. Quinn expressed surprise toat 
there are so few such men in Florida and re- 
marked that the vest timber lands of Georgia 
were not properly appreciated. An unceas 
ing demand for the product at good prices 
will, he thinks, make any milling enterprise 
pay in that country if intelligently directed. 
In the great South American development 
brought on by the improving intelligence of 
the,various governments there is & prospect 
of such a demand for Georgia pine as has 
never been dreamed of. A market bas de- 
veloped for it in the western states within the 
past two years to an astonishing extent, How 
smallisthe saw milling interest in these 
states compared with what it may be called on 
in the early fature to prodace. [t will take 
Mr. Quinn a year to get his order filled.

Besides his lumber interest he has houses in 
Montreal, Liverpool, London, Rio Janeiro, 
Callao and half a dozen other South Ameri- 
can cities. He is president of one 
bank, vice-president of another, 
and director in two others in 
New York, and he owns a great steamship 
line. Robert Clayton, of Georgia, formerly 
consul at Cajlao, was the only foreign repre- 
entative who remained during the Chilian 
bombardment. He protected American in. 
terests after the capture, and thus won the 
confidence of Mr. Grace. Clayton is now in 
Costa Rica on a handsome salary buying In- 
dia rubber gum for Grace. This is a large 
part of the business of the Grace house. How 
much money it requires may be imagined 
from the statement that a little schooner 
was towed into New York the 
other day with a cargo of rubber gum valued 
at $400,000. Mr. Grace has two brothers asso- 
ciated with him.in business. They havea 
large importing trade which has brought 
them into intimate relation with the South 
American governments and enabled them to 
build up an export trade hardly less valua- 
ble. They are purchasing agents for several 
governments and supply an enormous quan- 
tity of American goods to. the 
people wherever their agencies 
ure egtablished in South America, 
heir ships go out loaded with the products 
of North American ingenuity and come back 
fuliof South America’s natural luxury; thus 
paying handsomely on both voyages. Mr. 
Grace was almost forced into the mayoralty 
and had the courage while in office todefy 
Tammany and maxe as honest a mayor as 
New York ever had. He is done with poli- 
tics. He is only fifty-twoand with the chance 
of muny years yet ahead of him thereis vo 
‘elling now vasta fortune may accumulate 
from ihe many schemes of his busy brain. 
One of his characteristics is the fondness he 
bas for young men and one of his virtues is bis 
readiness to help them alongin the world. 
He has a bright boy of eighteen who buys 
suppiies for one branch of the business. One 
of his partners in the lumber business is 
Charles Flint thirty-two years of ege, who 
walked across the bridge not long ago and 
planked down a cool million to purchase the 
rightsand partial construction of the Brook- 
lyn elevatedrailway.

The secretary 
says: This shows a redaction of debt, includ- 
ing interest, less cash in the treasury $1,205 -

would have been supplied bythe sinking 
fund under the provisions of sections 3604 
and 3696 of the revised statutes, had the re- 
quirements of the sinking fucd acts embodied 
in. these sections been stricliy complied 
with. is.

HARRELL HACKED. 


INSULTING A DEFENCELESS WO- 
MAN ON THE® CARS. 


For Which Her Husband Hunts Him Up and Vig- 
crously Applies a Stout Hickory to His 
Head-The Bleeding Fugitive Runs 
Swiftly from the Scene of Danzer. 


Special to The Constitution. 

CotumBus, Ga., January 8.—As_ predicted 
in Tue Constitution special of yesterday, 
Columbus was treated to a sensation in the 
way of a cowhiding to-day, though hickory 
was used in place ofthe cowhide. When 
Marshall Burts, county commissioner of Rus- 
sel county, severely caned B. F. Harrell, 
on Broad street, the event occasioned 
great excitement and Tue ConsrituTIon re- 
porter was not long in putting himself in 
possession Of all the facts that leae to it. It 
seems thaton Wednesday last, Mrs. Buris 
boarded a freight accommodation train at 
Seale, en route to Columbus, on whieh B. F. 
Harrell and his little son were also passen- 
gers. No other white passengers were on 
the train, and soon after it started, Harrell 
began making advances to the lady by 
throwing kisses at her, and _. other 
insulting means, which she resented. 


As he still persisted she finally took refuge 
in the compartment for negroes and sent for 
the conductor, who remonstrated with Har.- 
rell. Nothing further was heard of the mat- 
teras the lady, knowing the determined 
character of her husband, did not tell him of 
the circumstance, fearing bloodshed. How- 
ever, Sunday morming following a eard ap- 
peared in one of the city papers, and the 
husband recognized his wife as the subject of 
the insult:

“On last. Wednesday, a lady, the wife of a 
prominent attorney of Russell county, Ala., 
goton board the freight train at Seale, to 
come to Columbus.

The lady 
complains that the conductor was either 
afraid of the brute, or he was inaifferent to 
her appeals, for the man was permitted to 
continue his annoyances until she was forced 
to take refugein acar with colored people, 
where he followed herand continued to an- 
noy her until she reached this city.

AN INTERESTING CASE. 


A Sult Grewleg Out of the Defuzct Matrimenial As 
socluilon.

Messrs. Chanceilerand Ludwick 
heard of this aud went to Milleranad iusisted that 
he should marry scccrding to the sgreement, Mil 
ler stated bis troubie to them and tney agreed to 
advance bim $90 if he would marry at the 
time firstagreed upon. Miller consented and gave 
his hote payableinu ninety days for the money. It 
was not loug, as our readers Know, before the bot 
tom d- opped outof the matrimozaial associations ail 
over the couniry, and many who had invested 
their money in them were.eft wiser, if not weal- 
their.

GEORGIA BEFORE i: HE REPUBL C.

Joues has been able to find so much te ssy, for the 
brief colonial history of Georgia is singularly bear- 
ren, and offers but scant muteriai for the historian.

There is one grave comission in the book. Mr. 
Joues has not atiempted wo depict the mauners,cus- 
wims, Character, and qualities of the people. It is 
true that society in Geurgia Was extremely crude, 
but still (here was a socivty @nd a population, and 
ia a work of this sort the most important thing is to 
know what the peopie were aod now they lived. It 
is Ubis Wich throws more light on the development 
of the UTi ed Siates than auything else, and itis 
inv work of all others which the iocal bistorian of 
& Slate should perform with the utmost complete- 
ness Mr. Jones hassucn an exbaustive knowledge of 
his sult ject, and has searched aud sified bis material 
80 thoruugh!y, that he has-a peenliar fitness for the 
task, aud a preparation whicao no one else cau hope 
to have. itisto be hoped that he will, in the vol- 
umes yet to come, repair this oversight at the outset 
aud give us acomprehensive picture of life aud so- 
ciety in Georgia at the close of the revgbutiouary 
war. With the sipgleexception of this important 
omission, there is nothing to be said of the book 
€XCept in the way of praise. Itis an importantund 
Valuable contribution to American history.

A Considerable Loans by Fire cud A ater at tho Ariing- 
ton Fiour Miila, 

The Arlington flouring milis, located near 
the Western and Ailantic railroad, between 
Bartow and Foundry, streets were partially 
destroyed by fire last night.;: 

The alarm was turned in from box 
-0, /ocated at the junction of Marietta and 
W alton streets, and whenitbe fire department 
reached the mill the fire had gained consid- 
erable headway. Dense smoke was issuing 
from the eaves of the building and from the 
windows, but for some time the tire could not 
be located, It. was finally found 
to beon the inside of the roof on the western 
side of the building, The roof was a metal 
one, and consequently the flames had to con- 
tent themselves upon the rafters and ceilings.

Pails to Cling to the Partner of Her Joys and Sor- 
rows, and He in Turn Asks for a Legal Sepa- 
ration—What an ZHx-Member of the 
Legislature Asks of the Courts. 


There is an old suit pending in Fulton su- 
perior court that sounds as follows: James 
T. McCormick vs. Wjlliam J. Garrett and his 
wife, Mrs. Mary J. Garret. 

The suitis for $100 000 damages, end as it 
has been pending since 1881 without being 
pressed, the defendants doubtless have almost 
forgotten its existence. There isanother suit, 
which was filed last spring, a twin brother to 
the first named, and it sounds as follows: 
James T. McCormick vs. Sarah A. P. McCor- 
mick. These two suits mean a great deal to 
an Atlanta citizen. 

THE SUIT FOR DIVORCE. 

In a small bouse on Summer hill, a section 
of the city not altogether unknown to fame, 
resides the plaintiff in these suits. McCor- 
mick isnot unknown to many Atlantians 
and seVeral years ago he was a familiar figure 
on the streets. Of late, however, he is not 
often seen. Occasionally his brisk step, not 
quite as steady as of yore, and his slender 
form, always bent, but now more stooping 
than ever, attrac’ the eve when business 
brings bim out. Heisa singular man in ap- 
pearance, his garb indicating poverty, his 
eyes flashing with-a strange fire, his features 
pinched and his manner quick and nervous. 
McCormick thinks the werid is going to the 
bad ona lightning express. It has gone to 
the bad for him, and it may be that bis own 
misfortunes constitute the glass through 
which he sees the baiance of mankind. 

At tbe close of the wuar, then unable to 
read, McCormick tarned upin LaGrange from 
Fiorida. He, however, manifested a fond- 
ness for books, learned to read, studied law, 
and was admitted to the bar. During the 
period in which the provisional government 
managed the affairs of Georgia, McCormick 
was elected to the legislature frem. Troup 

ceunty. His success as a Jawyer and as a 
statesinan was limited, and his name was ac- 
corded a lower niche in the temple of fame. 

Mc ormick bad educated a little girl who, 
it was said, was related to him in some way. 
Her name was Sarah A. P. Watwood. About 
the time of his election he married her, and 
at one of the insuguration balis of: that 
period, given in the old skating rink on For- 


syth street. Mr. and Mrs. McCormick ap- 
peared among the gayest of the gay. 
The bride was about fifteen and appeared 


quite charming in ber ball dress, while the 
proom cut ajively tigure in a spike-tail coat 
and other ball toggery. After this event 
perhaps a memorable,one in the life of 
McCormick, he sank out ofthe public eye 
ginger snap tactory 


and subsequently ran a 
inanout of the way quarter of the fiith 
ward, 
WHAT THE PLAINTIFF SAY3. 
In his petition for divorce, McCormick 
says, that in the county of Troup, on-the 3d 
day of August, 1868. he was married to Sarah 


A. P. Watwood. and that soon thereafter 
they moved to Atlanta In tbecourse of 
time two children were born unto them,

Alice Adelo McCormick 
mick. the latter since dead. 
now in the fami'ty of Albert 


Kansas (ity, Missouri, to whom she has 
been indentured. The court is 
asked to ratify this ‘for the 
future welfare of the child 


and human society.’’ McCormick says that 
his wife, ‘through some pretended or unlaw- 
ful cause, seeuungiy to bave forgotten her 
marital vows and maternal duties to her said 
children; didon. or about the 24th day of 
May, 1879, by some unjust, mental, or pre- 
tended, moral, physical or bypothetical 
cause or control leave the house of your 
petitioner who was then and there upon a bed 
of long ufiliction and has not returned to her 
home to continue those offices.’’ 

Mrs. McCormick has, therefore, been away 
over three years. She is in Kansas City and 
since she eft, her husband hus twice mudea 
pugrimage on foot to that city 
to see her, but without success. 
On these trips be has been so near moneyless 
as to render it necessary for him tosleep on 
ibe bare ground. Failing to win her back 
he now seeks to sever the lawful bonds that 
bind them. 

THE SUIT FOR DAMAGES. 

McCormick deciares that Mr. and Mrs. 
Garrett enticed his wife away from him, and 
he sues for damages in the sum of one hun- 
dred thousand two hundred and forty dollars, 
He sets up that this hundred thousand dollar 
wife, by attending to her domestic affairs, 
was worth ten doliarsa month to him, It is 
proper to state that Mr. Garrett's enticing 
consisied in simply employing the woman as 
a domes'ic wheu she applied to him for work. 

In speaking of his marriage, McCormick 
says that for several years be had “‘nuriured, 
supported and educated”’ his lady love with 
the expectation of ultimately realizing much 
happiness with her in the holy condition and 
state of matrimony, and that after their mar- 
riage she demeaned herself in- such}a way 
as to cause him much _ happicess 
and assistance in meeting the misfortunes 
that fell upon them. He then speaks of how 
she was “‘enticed’’ away, and says: 

“All this was done during a period of long 
affliction suffered by your petitioncr and in 
violation knowingly - and willfully and 
wrongfully of the laws ot man and of the 
divine and revealed laws of God and that 
command of God through Moses on Sinai 
engraven on stone, ‘Thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbor’s wife.’”’ 

Therefore, for this mental anguish the plain- 
tiff asks the damages before mentioned. 

McCormick is his own lawyer. The case 
will excite considerable interest when it 
comes up for trial on account of the well 
known peculiarities of McCormick. 

When McCormick was a candidate for the 
legisiature in Troup county he was regarded 
as ratber wild in his ideas, and to have some 
fan it was announced that if he was caught 
out he would be shot. After that he march- 
ed up and down the streets of LaGrange with 
a Colt’s army pistol buckied on one side, a 
hatchet on the other and a shotgun on his 
shoulder. Ze
